Congress passes mortality bill

Campus police today denied 
charges that something was going 
on.

Despite the repeated denials, 
accusations continue to be leveled 
by several parties.

Life has announced its new 
policy for devotional and forum 
attendance for Winter Semester 
1995. As of next month, anyone 
found not in attendance at 
devotionals or forums will be 
shot dead. 

“We think this will really give 
us the boost in attendance we 
want,” said Student Life spokes- 
woman Ginger Glassman. “A lot 
of people didn’t approve of the 
policy of closing the Cougareat 
and library during devotionals, so 
we’ ve implemented this policy 
instead.” 

Glassman said that students 
are free to use all university 
services during devotionals, but 
there’s always the chance they 
may be killed. 

“Employees have been 
instructed not to shoot everyone 
who comes in, just a few. It will 
take a while for everyone to learn 
about the policy and I’d hate for 
there to be unnecessary loss of 
life,” said Glassman.

BYU students ‘into’ cows

In a major interdisciplinary 
study conducted jointly by BYU 
professors LaArle Butterfield of 

the Agricultural Department, 
LaRusty Barrel of the Psychol- 
ogy Department, and Verle 
Gubler of the Zoology Depart- 
ment, BYU students were found 

_to be primarily cow-lovers, or 
bovophiles, as opposed to 
University of Utah students, 
whose livestock preferences 
tended to lean toward sheep. The 

- study set out to first discover 
students preferences, and then to 
determine if and how these 
tendencies were apparent in their 
physical and mental characteris- 
tics. “The bovophile,” according 
to Dr. Butterfield, “‘can be 
characterized by a calmer, more 
stubborn nature, increased 
flatulence, and a sloping fore- 
head.” The oviphile, as the 
sheep-lover is referred to in the 
study, is represented by nearly 
60% of University of Utah 
students and can be recognized 
by his affability, spontaneity, and 
wooly tail.

You might also, 
if you are a woman, have 


‘ problems getting dates, according 


to one segment of Butterfield’s 
study. Male bovophiles, who 
comprised 65.333% of BYU’s 
bovophiles, if they take their 
condition too seriously, may risk 
ostracism, antisocialism, and 
painful hoof-kicks. Some 
benefits to being a bovophile 
may include long eyelashes, an 
efficient digestive system, and 
the ability to predict rain by 
sitting themselves under a tree. 

The 58.72% of U of U 
students who consider them- 
selves oviphiles tend to “have 
lower IQs” than their non- 
oviphile peers.

Butterfield. “Perhaps it's 
because everyone on our team is 
a bovophile; now, some may call 
that unscientific, but we all just 
felt that we should concentrate 
on the characteristics of the 
cow-lovers. It was a hard 
decision to make; we had to 
ruminate over it for a few 
months, but we finally decided 
to narrow our study to the lovers 
of the cow.
